Since there are so 
many conditions upon which the crop depends, we give no warranty, expressed or implied, 
as to description, quality or productiveness, and we will not be in any way responsible for 
the crop. If the purchaser does not accept the goods on these terms, they are at once to be 
returned and money paid for them will be refunded cheerfully. 

Price. Our prices on packets, ounces, quarter-pounds, pounds, pints, half-pints and 
quarts include postage. When sent by express, deduct at the rate of 8 cents per pound, 
8 cents per pint and 15 cents per quart on peas, beans, pop-corn and field corn, and 6 cents 
per pint or 10 cents per quart on sweet corn. 

What You Save. The customary way of selling $1.25 worth of seeds in 5-cent packets 
for $1 is ‘‘liberal;’’ but our prices are better. At our prices of 3 cents and 4 cents a packet, 
you get 25 packets for from 75 cents to 88 cents, or 10 packets for 30 cents to 40 cents instead 
of 50 cents.

Asparagus Roots 


Because they produce a crop so much more quickly, and give returns so much greater 
in the shorter time, we advise the planting of roots for the home-garden. No place should 
be without an Asparagus bed. Any good garden soil will give excellent crops, but it should 
be manured freely. Make furrows 2 feet apart and 6 to 8 inches deep, and set the seedling 
plants in the bottom of the furrows, covering them lightly at first. As they grow, draw soil 
and well-decayed manure around them. Early in the spring pulverize the surface of the bed. 
Keep it cultivated until fall and then mulch with manure. Asparagus should be cut lightly 
until the bed is two years old; after that the crop, with care, will increase each year.

How to Succeed with the Varieties in this List 


More flower seeds are probably destroyed by planting too deeply than by any other 
one cause. Such small seeds as petunia, begonia, etc., should be merely covered lightly, 
whether in open ground or in boxes. In preparing the ground, provide very fine soil, pressed 
down lightly and evenly and moistened thoroughly with warm water. When this has soaked 
away, sow the seed; cover evenly with fine, dry soil not over one-sixteenth of an inch for the 
finest seeds and one-eighth of an inch for seed the size of pansy seed. 

If the bed is small enough, lay glass flat on the surface; this will keep the ground from 
baking and will prevent washing in heavy rains. When growth has begun, lift the glass slightly 
by propping it with something, and when it is finally removed the young plants should be 
shaded with thin cloth or paper if the sun is very hot. Keep the bed well weeded, and the soil 
frequently stirred to prevent the formation of crust. 

For convenience in ordering we give each variety a number of its own which should 
be used in place of the name.
